feint them away from the Western Front and then hit hard 
there.

And so he can keep his se- 
crets and his authority too, 


A dictator stays in there—until 


events prove him wrong, and then 
botli he and his country vanish. 


But a democracy just 
muddles 


along, as the English say, slowly 'con- 
verting the methods of peace to tho 
uses of war, and trusting time will 
disclose that the man in a one-man 
government has somewhere made a 
fatal mistake—which the odds arc he 
has.

The objectives of modern musical 


training in the public schools are the 
same as the objectives of democratic 
government, as opposed to the aims

Thomas Cannon told Hope Rotary club 
Friday noon at Hotel Barlow. 


Introduced on a program arranged 


by M. C. Methvin, Mr. Cannon took 
as his subject, 'Bands vs Battalions." 


"Under a dictatorship," he said, "the 


spirit. of the citizens is one of into- 
lerance. Youth is taught strict dis- 
cipline, blind obedience to orders 
from above—in short, youth is mili- 
tarized. 


"But the foundation of American 


child training lies in the church and 
school. And the purpose of these, 
particularly the purpose 
of mus'vc- 


teaching in the school,- is threefold: 


"1. Develop personal initiative. 
"2, Self-confidence, 
"3. Develop consideration for others, 
"These are likewise the objectives 


of all sound training in a democratic 
nation. 


"And to these objectives we de- 


dicate ourselves during this celebrat- 
ion of National Mfcsie1 Week."

LONDON—(AP)—Adolf 
Hitler, proclaiming theV

The Netherlands and Belgium mustered their full 


strength against the invaders and called for help from the'.

Nor are all processed foods reduc 


ed in food value. The canning in 
dustry has so profited by science tha 
scarcely any food value is lost to 
day. In fact, the food in the can U 
better than something poorly cookec 
at home. By this is meant over-cook- 
ed food, or cooked in soda, or food 
permitted to stand in water a long 
time, either before or after cooking. 


Cereals seem to have suffered the 


most in refinement. ' Whole grains 
spoil easaily, thus they cannot be 
stored in large quantities. The day 
is not far, it is hoped, when whole 
grain cereal products likely will be 
as abundantly and as cheaply supplied 
as the highly milled products. Some 
progress aready has been made along 
this line. 


Whole grain cereals contribute gen- 


erously to the Vitamin Bl or thiamin 
quota of the daily diet. The greatest 
deficiency of the modern* diet is in 
Vitamin Bl. Grandpa seems to have 
had all he wanted. Other foods, such 
as meat, especially lean pork, con- 
tain appreciable amounts but are much 
more costly than .cereals. 


Refined sugar has made many a 


deficient diet. Generally, sweets have 
high satiety value and thus kill the 
desire for the protective foods which 
the body really needs. The protective 
foods supply energy like sugar, but 
in addition they supply the more 
vital elements such as proteins, min- 
erals, vitamins, and roughage,
